

Students at The Urswick School celebrate record-breaking GCSE results - bucking the national downward trend 


HACKNEY students 
celebrated their best ever 
GCSE results on 23 August 
- despite a nationwide 
drop in A* to C grades for 
the first time since 1 988. 


This year, 60.5 per cent of 
pupils got five good GCSEs, 
including English and Maths, 
which is a 3.5 per cent 
increase on last year. 

Many of the borough’s 


schools and academies 
achieved record-breaking 
GCSE results. 

A level students in Hackney 
also had cause to celebrate 
on 16 August as years of 


study came together and 
excellent results were met 
with huge relief. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, Cabinet 
Member for Children’s 
Services, said: “This is a 


really important day for young 
people across Hackney and 
I’m delighted to hear of so 
many excellent results.”

H ACKNEY’S 

Community Safety 
Warden service is 
helping to make the 
borough’s streets safer and 
cleaner, according to new 
figures just released. 

The team has issued 
more that 100 Fixed 
Penalty Notices (FPNs) 
and warnings for offences 
such as abandoned 
vehicles, noise, and fly 
tipping since they began 
operating in March. 

The wardens act 
as a key point of 
contact for residents 
on community safety 
matters, and are helping 
to address a variety 
of environmental 
and safety issues 
affecting Hackney 
communities, 
including concerns 
about anti- 
social behaviour, 
littering, or 
broken street 
lighting. 

All of the team 
have recently gained 
an accreditation, 
which gives 
them 


certain powers that are 
the same as a police 
constable’s, including 
seizing alcohol and dealing 
with disorderly 
behaviour. 

The team 
has been granted 
39 powers in 
total, more 
than any other 
warden service in 
the country, in a 
pilot scheme run in 
conjunction with the 
Met Police. Firearms, 
knives and drugs 
have also been seized 
through joint 
operations

Residents who do not register may lose their right to vote, 
and may also experience problems if they want to apply for 
credit such as a mortgage or mobile phone contract.

H ackney pupils 

have again achieved 
the borough’s best 
ever GCSE results 
- bucking the nationwide 
trend of falling grades. 

This year, 60.5 per 
cent of borough students 
achieved five good 
GCSEs (A*-C) including 
English and Maths, up 3.5 
percentage points on 201 1 . 

It is the reverse of the 
national trend, where a fall 
in A*-C marks generally 
were seen for the first 
time since the exams were 


introduced 24 years ago. 

At Our Lady’s Convent 
High School, 60 per 
cent of students got the 
benchmark grade, rising 
four percentage points on 
the year before. 

Headteacher Jane 
Gray said: “We are really 
proud of these results, and 
delighted that the hard 
work of our students, 
supported by our dedicated 
staff, has led to such all 
round success.” 

At Mossbourne 
Academy, 89 per cent of 


students made the grade - 
up seven percentage points 
on 201 1. Principal Peter 
Hughes said: “Mossbourne 
students have once 
again raised the bar for 
educational excellence 
in Hackney, with record- 
breaking GCSE results.” 

Other news on results 
day (23 August) include 
Bridge Academy with 5 8 
per cent; Stoke Newington 
School, 60 per cent; Petchey 
Academy 60 per cent; The 
Urswick School, 48 per 
cent , up three percentage 


points on last year; 
Haggerston School, 50 per 
cent; Cardinal Pole 66 per 
cent, a 16 percentage points 
rise; and Yesoday Hatorah 
Jewish Secondary School 
for Girls, 73 per cent. 

Bridge Academy in 
its first year of GCSEs 
saw 58 per cent hit the 
benchmark. Clapton Girls 
Academy’s full results were 
not available at the time of 
going to press. New school 
Skinners’ Academy will 
not sit GCSE exams again 
until 2015.

officials at the venues.

Q: I’ve just been on holiday and I 
had loads of junk mail sitting on 
my doormat when I got back. 

I put it in my recycling but it’s 
such a waste, how can I stop 
people sending me things? 


A: Hackney households receive 
an estimated total of 35 million pieces of unwanted 
mail each year, this weighs 900 tonnes and takes 
approximately 6,000 trees to make. It’s great that people 
want to help reduce this. 

The Council has produced packs to help residents 
reduce the amount of junk mail they receive including a 
‘no junk mail’ sticker for the front door, a Royal Mail ‘opt 
out’ card to reduce unaddressed mail, and details of the 
Mail Preference Service and how to register.

New waterside app launched 

THE World Wide Fund for Nature (WWF) 
has launched a free smartphone 
web app that gives people the chance 
to have fun while learning about the 
local environment. 

The Waterside Challenge app uses 
mobile technology to bring some of 
Hackney’s hidden beauty spots to life 
through simulations of wildlife, interactive 
quizzes, videos and digital surprises. 

Once downloaded, the free app becomes activated when a 
user visits a place chosen by WWF for its natural beauty and 
wildlife. These hotspots reveal facts, augmented reality, and 
the chance to get involved to make a difference in the 
community. Hackney hotspots include the Middlesex filter 
beds in Hackney Marshes, home to perch, coots and swans; 
and the Olympic Waterways mini-trail that runs from Hackney 
Wick along the canal to the Olympic Park. 

Other London-wide locations include: Tottenham Marshes; 
Highgate Ponds; Camley Street Natural Park; New River Walk; 
Regent’s Canal; Stave Hill Ecological Park; Leg O’Mutton

GAS - 
WORKS 

IN HACKNEY 
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hackney history

M ore light, 

more power’ 
was the motto 
of the former 
Metropolitan borough 
of Shoreditch. 

Indeed, records show 
the area was the second 
London local authority 
granted the right to 
generate electricity, and 
the second in the country 
to provide it when the 
Pitfield Street ‘dust 
destructor’ first powered 
up in 1899. 

But another power plant 
had existed much earlier 
only a few streets away, at 
one of the first gas works 
designed to fuel public 
lighting - the Gas Light 



and Coke Company’s 
plant in Curtain Road. 

A contract for the 
company to supply 
gas to the 
adjoining 
tiny local 
authority of 
the Liberty 
of Norton 
Folgate 
at the 

north end of 
Bishopsgate 
was signed 
in 1812. 

Using coal gas instead 
of whale oil lowered the 
cost of street lighting and 
improved illumination, 
which also helped to 
reduce crime, so the 


project was an attractive 
one for the Liberty’s 
governing vestrymen. 

They were possibly 
encouraged by 
a display of 
gas making 
that local 
shopkeeper 
Mr Gregory 
had already 
set up in his 
window to 
demonstrate 
the advantages of 
the new fuel. 

It was not until 1820 
that production of the 
gas supply for Norton 
Folgate actually started 
however. Initially there 
were problems in locating 


a suitable site to build a 
gas works in an already 
overcrowded area. All 
that could be found was 
a yard off Curtain Road, 
between Cumberland 
Street (now Hearn Street) 
and Hog Lane (now part 
of Worship Street), which 
was leased from two coal 
merchants. 

The yard was cramped 
and there was no easy 
way of delivering the huge 
amounts of coal required 
for burning in order to 
produce gas - the coal 
merchants had never 
required such massive 
quantities - but still the 
company allowed the 
scheme to go ahead. 


The project was overseen 
by experimental chemist 
Friedrich Accum, one of 
the company’s directors, 
but an experienced 
engineer was needed rather 
than a scientific theorist. 

Accidents and delays 
soon piled up, including 
a neighbouring property 
being undermined, and the 
collapse of the single gas 
holder, resulting in 
a company resolution 
that all new gas works 
must be built with at 
least two holders. 

Construction work 
was not helped by the 
discovery that springs 
feeding the subterranean 
River Walbrook rose 
beneath the site. In July 
1813, a fellow director 
wrote to Accum: ‘I beg to 
suggest whether you had 
not best ease from digging 
deeper - it is to be feared 
the springs rise through 
the bed of gravel you are 
now come to - the lower 
you go, the worse your 
foundation. It will be like 
a quick sand!’ Accum 
resigned in November 
1813 and was replaced 
by Samuel Clegg, the 
company’s Chief Engineer. 

The size and location 
of the works meant that 
it was always expensive 
to run: as early as 1826, 
and again in 1 829, the 
company considered 
shutting it down. Some 
new technological 
developments in gas 
production were adopted, 
but Curtain 
Road was always in 
danger of closure. 

From 1853, it was only 
in operation during the 
dark winter months when 


extra gas was needed. 

But in the mid 1860s full 
operation resumed after 
the building of the North 
London Railway was 
completed. This solved the 
problems of fuel delivery 
as coal was brought 
from Poplar Dock to the 
Curtain Road site at a cost 
of Vid per ton. 

Curtain Road works 
finally closed in 1871, 
when gas production 
began at a huge new plant 
in Barking. This was the 
Beckton works which 
would become one of 
the world’s largest gas 
production sites. 

The old works were 
demolished in November 

1871, and the cleared 
site auctioned off in May 

1872, when much of it 
reverted to its old role as a 
coal yard, with use made 
of the sidings and coal 
delivery system from 

the railway. 

The perimeter wall 
surrounding the site 
survived until a few years 
ago, and may have partly 
been that of the old gas 
works, as the gateposts 
closely resembled those in 
an engraving showing the 
demolition and appeared 
to stand in the same place.

Gambling review 

THERE is still time to 
have your say on a draft 
gambling policy for 
the borough. 

The Council is asking 
residents and businesses 
to give their views on the 
policy, which it is required 
to have by law, and sets out 
the principles the authority 
applies when deciding on an 
application for a gambling 
licence. This review is 
carried out at least once 
every three years. 

There are currently 70 
licensed gambling premises 
in Hackney: 65 betting 
shops, one bingo hall and 
four amusement arcades. At 
present, there are no casinos 
in the borough and the 
Council has previously 
passed a ‘no casino’ 
resolution. 

The policy is based on 
guidance from the Gambling 
Commission and local 
licensing objectives which 


are: to prevent gambling 
from being a source of crime 
or disorder, being associated 
with crime or disorder, or 
being used to support crime; 
to ensure that gambling is 
carried out in a fair and 
open way; to protect 
children and other 
vulnerable people from 
being harmed or exploited 
by gambling. 

Individuals and 
organisations with 
experience of gambling are 


being encouraged to 
respond to the consultation, 
particularly those in the 
gambling industry. For more
